Select groups now

On Monday, the Indiana 
State Department of Health 
(ISDH) reported the 93rd 
COVID-19 death in Wabash 
County. 

The news comes as Wabash 
County has reported nearly 
5,000 virus cases since the 
start of the pandemic. 

On Monday, the ISDH re- 
ported 18 new local positive 
COVID-19 cases, bring- 
ing Wabash County’s total 
to 4,945, with 18,583 tests. 
The local seven-day positivi- 
ty rating for all tests was 7.6 
percent. The local seven-day 
positivity rating for unique in- 
dividuals was 21 percent. 

Also on Monday, the ISDH 
announced changes to the 
timing of its COVID-19 dash- 
board updates “to reflect the 
high volume of data flowing 
in each day.” 

Beginning Monday, the 
dashboards at www.corona 
virus.in.gov and www.our 
shot.in.gov began updating 
daily by 5p.m. instead of 
noon as they had previously 
done. 

“This will allow for a more 
thorough review of data

The funny 
thing was he just said, ‘Do me 
a favor and keep it quiet don’t 
say anything because we ha- 
ven’t posted the tour yet. But 
we’ll stay in touch and we’ll 
start doing rehearsals and ev- 
erything” The funny thing 
was I was going back and 
forth to work at Home Depot 
as I was flying up to Boston 
to rehearse but I couldn’t tell 
anybody. Nobody knew about 
it,’ said DeCarlo.

It really started with just the 
two of us. And eventually, 
that became a full band and 
over the years we’ve been 
able to manage a wonderful 
following the Charlotte area 
and around the country. It’s 
really been a blessing to be 
able to do something that I 
love, not only with my favor- 
ite rock band when I tour, but 
I also get to do it with my son 
whenever we don’t tour with 
Boston.” 

DeCarlo said performing 
Boston’s music along with 
the music of Journey has 
been a thrilling experience 
given the deep catalog of hits 
of each band. 

“People love both bands. 
I don’t think there’s a song 
in the setlist of the Boston 
music or the Journey music 
that people don’t know. They 
just get a real strong dose of 
classic rock radio hits. Not 
many deep cuts. It’s straight 
from the top,’ said DeCarlo. 
“We’ve got a great reception 
from the people who go to 
those shows.” 

DeCarlo said it was “really 
hard” to pick his favorite Bos- 
ton song to perform, but that 
“Long Time” was near the 
top of the list.

before it is posted,” stated the 
ISDH. 

School and long-term care 
dashboards will continue to 
update weekly. 

“When we launched these 
dashboards, our goal was to 
provide Hoosiers the best 
data possible to help them 
understand the magnitude 
of the COVID-19 pandem- 
ic in Indiana,’ said State 
Health Commissioner Kris 
Box, M.D., FACOG. “As the 
pandemic has progressed, 
we have added a significant 
number of features and ad- 
ditional dashboards that have 
exponentially increased the 
volume of data required to 
update the dashboards. This 
increased volume requires 
more time to vet for accuracy 
and technical issues. We will 
work to update the dashboard 
as quickly as we can each day 
so that Hoosiers continue to 
have consistent, accurate in- 
formation about COVID-19.” 

As a result of the changes 
to the dashboard timing, the 
ISDH also will suspend the 
publication of routine daily 
news releases that reflect the 
dashboard postings. 

“Mobile testing and vacci- 
nation sites will continue to 
be added to the dashboards, 
and Hoosiers will continue 
to be notified when mobile 
testing clinics are coming to 
their communities,” stated the 
ISDH. 

Local vaccination rates have 
continued lagging behind 
the state average. In the zip 
code 46992, which comprises 
Wabash, 41.8 percent of the 
eligible population has been 
vaccinated. Statewide, that 
figure sits at 55.5 percent. 

But even as officials have 
struggled to get even the ini- 
tial shots into the arms of 
Hoosiers, eligible populations 
in the state are now able to re- 


ceive booster shots, as well. 
On Friday, the ISDH an- 
nounced that booster doses 
of Pfizer’s COVID-19 vac- 
cine are available to eligible 
Hoosiers following federal 
authorization of the addition- 


al dose. 
The Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention 


(CDC) on Thursday recom- 
mended the administration of 
a booster dose of the Pfizer 
vaccine to counter waning 
immunity in specific popu- 
lations following the Food 
and Drug Administration’s 
(FDA’s) decision to expand 
its Emergency Use Authori- 
zation (EUA) to include the 
boosters. 

In July, Pfizer proposed 
a third COVID-19 vaccine 
booster shot, but was quick- 
ly rebuffed by the CDC and 
Food and FDA. 

During a televised press 
conference on July 31, state 
chief medical officer Dr. 
Lindsay Weaver said they 
were “following the data very 
closely” about the booster 
shots. 

“Whether it would be some- 
thing recommended for ev- 
erybody, whether it should 
be focused on people who 
are immuno-compromised, 
people who are older,’ said 
Weaver. “This has been dis- 
cussed at the CDC level twice 
now on both their last immu- 
nization practice committee 
meetings. We pay very close 
attention to those. So, we 
know that there’s more in- 
formation, more data, more 
evidence coming. If it comes 
out and there is a recommen- 
dation that there be a booster 
shot, we are ready. If they 
say it’s for immuno-compro- 
mised and people over the age 
of 60, we would say, ‘Go, run, 
get your third booster, if the 
evidence supported that.” 

In August, the FDA reversed 
course, at least somewhat, 
by authorizing an additional 
Pfizer or Moderna vaccine 


dose for certain immuno- 
compromised individuals. Al- 
though, the FDA did not go so 
far as to say other fully vacci- 
nated individuals also needed 
an additional dose. 

The single booster dose can 
be administered at least six 
months after completion of 
the second dose and applies 
only to individuals who pre- 
viously received the Pfizer 
vaccine. Individuals who re- 
ceived the Moderna or John- 
son & Johnson vaccines are 
not eligible at this time. 

According to the CDC, in- 
dividuals ages 65 and older 
and residents of long-term 
care facilities should receive 
a booster dose; individuals 
ages 50 to 64 with underlying 
medical conditions that put 
them at high risk of severe 
COVID-19 should receive 
a booster dose; individuals 
ages 18 to 49 with underly- 
ing medical conditions may 
receive a booster dose, based 
on their benefits and risks; and 
individuals ages 18 to 64 who 
are at high risk of COVID-19 
exposure and transmission be- 
cause of occupational or insti- 
tutional risk of exposure may 
receive a booster shot based 
on their benefits and risks. 

Eligible Hoosiers who want 
to obtain a booster dose can 
go to www.ourshot.in.gov 
and search for a site that has 
the Pfizer vaccine, which is 
designated by PVAX, or call 
211 for assistance. Hoosiers 
are encouraged to bring their 
vaccination card to their ap- 
pointment to ensure that the 
booster dose is added. 

Upon arriving at the vacci- 
nation clinic, Hoosiers will be 
asked to attest that they meet 
the eligibility requirements 
listed above. Beginning Mon- 
day, that attestation began be- 
ing incorporated into the on- 
line appointment registration 
at www.ourshot.in. gov.

ongress must 
rebuild the presidency 


wes Donald Trump lost the 
presidency, he left behind a 
treasure map for future American 
tyrants that shows them precisely 
how to undermine — and potentially 
destroy — American democracy. By 
constantly and shamelessly flouting 
anticorruption norms and laws, the 
former president exposed just how 
weak the United States’ system of 
checks and balances is and its desper- 
ate need for reform. And evading any 
accountability for now, he has proved 
that presidents can go so far as to 
foment an insurrection without facing 
any legal consequences. 

The American presidency has, in 
turn, become a ticking time bomb, 
waiting for a future tyrant to abuse 
its power in order to succeed where 
Trump failed. But it doesn’t have to 
be this way. Just as Jimmy Carter 
signed anticorruption reforms into 
law after Richard Nixon’s crooked 
presidency, President Biden must 
swiftly establish new laws that 
strengthen accountability for himself 
and his successors. 

The good news is that Congress 
may be on its way to sending Biden 
a bill to do just that. Known as the 
Protecting Our Democracy Act, the 
bill is one of the most important piec- 
es of legislation that Congress will 
deliberate during Biden’s presidency, 
and it sets the stage for the federal 
government to finally address the 
damage that Trump imposed on the 
office. “We discovered over the last 
four years just how much our system 
is reliant on certain norms of behavior 
that we thought were inviolate,’ Rep- 
resentative Adam Schiff, Democrat 
of California, the lead sponsor of the 
bill, told the Globe editorial board. “It 
turns out so many of the protections 
of our system are easily flouted.” 

If it’s passed, the bill would 
strengthen enforcement mecha- 
nisms that protect the government 
and the public from presidential 
abuse of power as well as introduce 
new and reasonable restraints on 
the executive branch. Among other 
things, it would give Congress more 
oversight over presidential pardons

that may be self-serving and make 
explicit that presidents cannot pardon 
themselves; strengthen enforcement 
of laws like the Hatch Act or the 
Constitution’s emoluments clause; 
bolster Congress’s subpoena power 
by fast-tracking judicial proceedings 
and empowering courts to levy fines 
on government officials who do not 
comply; and require presidents and 
vice presidents, as well as candidates 
for those offices, to release 10 years 
of their tax returns — a provision that 
was recently dropped from the voting 
rights bill that congressional Demo- 
crats are seeking to pass. 

Though much of the bill is informed 
by the lessons of Trump’s corrupt 
reign, its passage ought to be a 
bipartisan cause: As Republicans very 
well know, corruption is not limited 
to their party, and the next wannabe 
tyrant could be a Democrat. And, 
as Schiff pointed out, “There are a 
number of Republicans who have 
been interested in these reforms in the 
past.” There is no reasonable expla- 
nation for why those Republicans’ 
support for this kind of oversight 
would suddenly disappear; if it does, 
it would only be more evidence that 
the party cannot move past their stan- 
dard bearer’s grip. 

There’s also another hurdle that 
congressional Democrats need to 
overcome: pushback from the Biden 
White House. It is, in some ways, 

a sign of a well-functioning gov- 
ernment to have separate branches 
skeptical of each other despite being 
led by the same party as opposed 

to having them uncritically fall in 
line. But Biden shouldn’t have much 
to worry about. One concern from 
the White House, for example, is 
empowering Congress to enforce 

its subpoenas of executive branch 
officials, since Republicans could win 
back majorities in the midterms and 
potentially abuse their new oversight 
powers. That’s a valid concern given 
the GOP’s antidemocratic streak, 

but that’s also precisely the kind of 
congressional power that could have 
contained — or at least shed light on — 
some of Trump’s dangerous abuses. 


Plus, there are still protections in 
place against Congress unjustly tak- 
ing advantage of having more teeth to 
keep the executive branch in check. 
“If [the Biden White House is] acting 
in good faith, as I know they would 
be, and if Congress is not, then the 
court is in a position to evaluate that,” 
Schiff said. “What it would mean is 
that those decisions in court would 
be made sooner rather than later, and 
that’s not something that I think the 
administration should fear.” 

Another reported White House 
concern is the bill’s provisions that 
ban presidents from firing inspectors 
general without good cause. But after 
Trump’s explicit attack on inspectors 
general — “I think we’ve been treated 
very unfairly by inspector generals,” 
he said, after firing a bunch of them 
— it’s important to give the executive 
branch watchdogs an extra layer of 
protection. 

Ultimately, the Protecting Our 
Democracy Act can be perceived by 
presidents in two ways: One is a limit 
on presidential power; the other is a 
limit on a president’s ability to abuse 
that power. And the public ought to 
be wary of any president who views 
it as the former. Given its focus on 
oversight and transparency, the bill’s 
chief concern is preventing abuse. “At 
the end of the day, I think the goal 
was to reestablish the guardrails we 
thought we had but have been broken 
down over the last four years,” Schiff 
said. 

The White House still favors many 
of the bill’s provisions, and Biden 
himself has given voice to the need 
for post-Trump anticorruption reform. 
That’s why, despite some of the 
administration’s concerns about how 
Republicans may abuse it in the near 
term, Biden ought to take the long 
view: This bill is for protecting Amer- 
ican democracy from a tyrannical 
president. And if Trump or an equally 
antidemocratic candidate wins the 
presidency in 2024, then the public 
will have more resources to hold 
them accountable in real time.

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House Democrats’ tax plan keeps special 
treatment for wealthy people like me

emocrats released the details of 

their upcoming budget reconcili- 
ation deal, but thanks to the work of a 
group of Democrats in the House and 
Senate, the revised $1.5 trillion dollar 
plan falls far short of the ambitious 
plans set by President Biden and ulti- 
mately fails to address the inequities 
built into our tax code that continue to 
exacerbate inequality. 

While the updated plan does 
increase taxes on wealthy individuals 
and large corporations, it only tinkers 
at the edges of a tax code designed for 
the wealthy at the expense of working 
Americans. Chief among them is the 
plan to only tax capital gains income 
by an additional 5 percent — up to a 
total of 25 percent — a far cry from 
Biden’s initial plan to tax capital 
gains income above $1 million at the 
same rate as ordinary income at 39.6 
percent. As a wealthy individual, I 
assure you that there’s absolutely no 
reason to keep this absurd giveaway to 
the rich. 

Unlike those who work for a pay- 
check, most well-off individuals can 
easily make a living through their in- 
vestments, and the capital gains made 
off those investments are taxed at a 
lower rate than earned income. This 
means that wealthy individuals pay a 
far lower tax rate than working Ameri- 
cans, for doing far less to contribute to 
the productivity of the country. How 
can that possibly be right? 

Take the last year and a half. While 
so many struggled, wealthy people 


like me continued to make a killing. 
My net worth has drastically increased 
since the beginning of the COVID-19 
pandemic due to the success of the 
market, and it’s only increasing 
because the gains I make in the market 
are taxed at a significantly low rate. 
This is one of the many ways our 
system institutionally favors wealthy 
Americans and helps them get ahead 
once they’re already ahead. 

All income should be treated the 
same, regardless of how it’s earned. 
Splitting it into two separate categories 
is extremely unfair and serves no pur- 
pose but to give wealthy folks another 
advantage. Politicians that defend the 
lower rate for capital gains taxes have 
long emphasized that the special rate 
is necessary to encourage spending in 
the economy. But the idea that wealthy 
individuals somehow will spend more 
only if they pay less in taxes is part of 
the same misguided logic that justified 
decades of trickle- down economics. 

In reality, when rich people are flush 
with extra cash, they don’t spend it 
like most working families do. They 
simply invest it or hand it over to their 
wealth managers who stash it in places 
most working people will never have 
access to. This is because they already 
have more than enough money to 
spend on whatever they want when- 
ever they want. Large corporations 
engage in a similar process, where 
they give their C-suite executives a 
bonus rather than raise the wages of 
their employees or invest in their own 
infrastructure. 

Democrats cannot continue to allow 


our government to actively contribute 
to growing inequality. Our country is 
facing the largest disparity of wealth 
in the last 100 years, and things are 
only getting worse. However, rather 
than working on policies and legisla- 
tion that will address this crisis, some 
members of the Democratic party are 
fighting changes to our tax code that 
would alleviate the burden on every- 
day Americans. 

If the Committee’s proposal be- 
comes law, billionaires in America 
will pay a lower tax rate than work- 
ing people and inequality, the root 
cause of social unrest, will continue 
to destabilize the country. We must 
roll back the worst, most regressive 
parts of our tax code, from the low top 
marginal rates, raising capital gains 
rates, and eliminating the stepped-up 
basis. Anything that moves us towards 
a tax code where the rich can’t game 
the system to pay lower rates than the 
average American. 

Wealthy Americans aren’t currently 
taxed enough, we can afford to pay 
more, and we must ensure that we pay 
more as part of the upcoming budget 
deal so we can invest in our citizens 
and our communities. The American 
people deserve better, and we can do 
better. We just need to tax the rich.
